U of A professor reveals 


Alberta's eugenics history 


A UNIVERSITY OF ALBERTA PROF- 
essor has discovered that a majority 
of those sterilized under institution- 
alized eugenics in Alberta can’t be 
shown to have suffered from any 
genetic disorder. 

Dr. Jana Grekul, a sessional lectur- 
erin the Sociology Department, 
recently completed her PhD disser- 
tation on eugenics in the province. 
Her research really started, though, 
in 1998, when, as a graduate student 
working for the U of A Population 
Research Lab, she was contracted by 
two law firms to go through patient 
files and hundreds of sets of min- 
utes from the Alberta Eugenics 
Board. 

“What [made] our study different 
is that for the first time we had 
access to all available documents 
and were able to try and tell the 
story of the eugenics process as 
completely as possible,” writes 
Grekul via email. 

Her two years of research 

revealed that nearly two-thirds of 
the patients referred to the board 
had no documented genetic condi- 


tion. 
In Alberta, the history of eugenics

(which means “well born”) began 
in the 1920s. Back then political 
activists like the Famous Five 
aspired to a progressive society, but 
their methods weren’t always in 
keeping with 
their ideals. The 
women, now 
revered for 
being at the fore- 
front of femi- 
nism in this 
country, spent a 
good deal of 
their time work- 
ing towards rid- 
ding society of 
persons whom 
they considered 
“mental defec- 
tives.” In 1924, 
the United Farm 
Women of 
Alberta, led by the likes of Irene 
Parlby, Emily Murphy and Nellie 
McClung, launched a massive cam- 
paign of support for the implemen- 
tation of a province-wide steriliza- 
tion plan. Putting their faith in what 
science they'd observed in the

breeding of good-stock cattle, their 
pressure tactics eventually led to 
Alberta’s Sexual Sterilization Act of 
1928. The law would stay in place 
until 1972, leaving close to 3,000 the 
sterile victims of a misguided 
nation-building strategy. 

Grekul illustrates how factors 
other than mere psychological 
health contributed to the definition 
of mental deficien- 
cy: “The poverty of 
the patients and 
their families 
seemed to creep into 
many of the sections 
of the presentation 
summaries, includ- 
ing the sections that 
were supposed to be 
devoted to educa- 
tion, sexual history 
and even family his- 
tory. This seemed to 
reveal to us a very 
pervasive, if a 
ken, concern with 
class issues.” 

Aside from social status, the 
research reveals that as the scope of 
the eugenics movement expanded, 
individuals were increasingly being 
referred to the board because of 
their gender, age and ethnicity. 
Women, children, teens, and aborig-

inal individuals were the most likely 
targets. The individuals’ mental 
health institutions provided refer- 
rals, but the province also had trav- 
eling “Mental Hygiene Clinics” 
used to reach people in rural areas. 
Alberta‘s sterilization act was 
scrapped in 1972, but, even in its last 
year of existence, 55 people were 
forced into surgery. The first court 
action against the Alberta govern- 
ment took place in 1996 when 
Leilani Muir—sterilized without her 
consent following a botched IQ test

she took as a pre-adolescent— 
launched a lawsuit and won 
$740,000. Other victims came for- 
ward, and in 1999, a class action suit 
by eugenics survivors was settled 
out of court for $82 million, offering 
compensation, if not comfort, to the 
casualties of our forbearers’ improv- 
ident actions 

Grekul has plans to turn her dis- 
sertation into1a book, which she 
hopes “will tell the real story of 
forced sterilization in the province.”

MEET FATHER JAMES KNEALE. HE 
is a convicted sex offender. In 1985, 
while he was the pastor of a church 
in Ontario, Father Kneale bought 
booze for a 16-year old altar boy, 
got him drunk and fellated him 
while he was passed out. It may 
have gone off without a hitch if the 
young man hadn‘t woken up in 
time to catch him. 

Father Kneale got lucky that 
night, if you'll pardon the pun; the 
boy he assaulted didn’t tell anybody 
about what his parish priest did to 
him. That is, not until after Kneale 
dialed his number 12 years later, 
asking if he still liked oral sex. Can’t 
blame a priest for trying, eh? In the 
ensuing criminal investigation, 
police found photos he had taken 
during the crime and enough evi- 
dence to bring six charges against 
him, including some from an inci- 
dent with another boy, all of which 
were eventually pleaded down to 
one charge of sexual assault. 

What also came out in the investi- 
gation was that the Catholic Church 
had some knowledge of their 
priest's inclinations as early as 1988, 
and though he spent some time ina 
Church rehabilitation program and 
then as a hospital chaplain, Church 
administration had him back in a 
position of trust and authority— 
without saying boo to his congrega- 
tion—by 1994. 

Then came the charges, then the 
conviction. Kneale served a nine- 
month sentence under house arrest 
and 18 months’ probation, after 
which time the Catholic Church, 
ever the forgivers, reassigned him 
to a parish in Calgary. They neglect- 
ed to advise his old flock that he 
would continue to be a priest, or his 
new parishioners that the man who 
would be guiding their spirits 
towards salvation might just be 
sporting a big boner for their little 
boys. It wasn’t until a former 
parishioner from Ontario recog- 
nized Kneale, and called attention 
to it, that anyone in his new domain

Why I infringe 


I LIKE TO VIOLATE COPYRIGHT 
everyday. Usually it’s in some 
small way. I'll copy an Oingo 
Boingo CD for a friend, photo- 
copy an interesting essay from an 
anthology, or maybe download 
an episode of Six Feet Under from 
a file-sharing network. 
Sometimes I go bigger, like when 
I bought a bunch of cracked soft- 
ware from a guy who was literal- 
ly standing in a shady doorway, 
or when I bought a pirated DVD 
on the street in New York City 
(yes, it looked like shit when I 
played it). 

I only steal from the rich. Once 
I copied a Mountain Goats CD, 
because I loved it so much and 
couldn’t find it anywhere. As 
soon as I did, | bought that CD 
and about five more by the same 
band. That was a situation where 
I was sure the artist, who works 
through an independent label, 
would actually get my money. I 
don’t have that same feeling 
about creators whose work is 
owned by giant media conglom- 
erates. And frankly, I really don’t 
care if Danny Elfman never sees 
the money he might have made if 
I hadn’t copied that Oingo 
Boingo CD. He's rich enough as 
it is. 

When I was a kid, I cried while 
reading Ray Bradbury’s 
Fahrenheit 451, the dystopian 
novel about a future where 
books are illegal. I can remember 
big, hot tears rolling down my 
face during the scene in which 
the evil authorities are burnin 
books. Bradbury describes eac 
one as if it were human: Alice 
from Alice in Wonderland screams 
in agony; Shakespeare’s charac- 
ters weep as they are reduced to 
ash. 

I know it’s sentimental of me, 
but I think of creative works as if 
they were somehow human, as if 
they had lives of their own— 
many lives, playing out in 
strange, unknowable ways inside 
each mind that absorbs them. 
And when I see art and music

The War on Terror has produced 
two other models of intelligence 
gathering that are quite new, both 
brain-children of the Pentagon’s 
Defense Advanced Research Project 
Agency (DARPA). The Total 
Information Awareness Project rep- 
resents a baleen whale approach to 
intelligence processing. The whale 
sucks in as many bits of on-line 
financial, educational, travel, med- 
ical, transport and housing informa- 
tion on as many people as possible, 
like so much plankton. Then, in the 
belly of the beast, an impossibly 
complex series of number-crunching 
cross-referencing processes go to 
work, sifting for dubious combina- 
tions of activity, such as driving- 
while-Muslim. Little hardened 
pearls of suspicion are pooped out, 
and Ashcroft’s boys take it from 
there. Loud concerns over potential 
civil rights violations moved the 
Pentagon to change “Total” to 
“Terrorism” in the title and to 


promise not to use this technology to 
spy on US citizens. And they can be 
trusted: after all DARPA is headed, 
by no less a personage than retired 
Admiral and former National 
Security Advisor to Reagan, John 
Poindexter. Admittedly, Poindexter 
was convicted on felony charges for 
conspiracy, lying to Congress, 
defrauding the government, and 
destroying evidence with regard to 
the Iran-Contra affair. But an appel- 
late court later overturned those con- 
victions and so they’re not really rel- 
evant. : 

DARPA’s second ground-break- 

ing a to intelligence gather- 
ing, the Policy Analysis Market, has 
been the subject of much caustic 
scrutiny of late. The idea was for 
investors to make wagers on the 
likelihood of world events; coups 
d'état, terrorist bombings, assassina- 
tions and so forth. Lucky or pre- 
scient players would win fabulous 
prizes, and pure, unbiased, aggre- 
gate intelligence could be creamed 
off the top because markets always 
get it right in the end. They may be 
wrong, even catastrophically wrong 
but only for a short while. Wall 
Street brokers did eventually get 
around to listing Enron as some- 
thing other than a “strong buy.” Th: 
PAM constitutes an “infinite numb« 
of monkeys” model of intelligence 
work. An infinite number of mon- 
keys investing on-line must 
inevitably provide you with the 
meaning of life, lucky lotto numbers 
and bin Laden's current address. 
Unfortunately, it is also a logical 
inevitability that some portion of the 
monkeys will draft an equivalent of 
the Pentagon Papers and leak it to 
the press. 

Since word got out (I blame some 
portion of the monkeys), everyone 
seems to agree that the Policy 
Analysis Market was a pretty crass 
and silly idea and Poindexter may 
be forced to retire in disprace—y et 
again. But if the idea wa§ so ridicu- 
lous on its face, how. did it get to 
within two days of registering par- 
ticipants and one month from going 
live? I'm crestfallen about its cancel- 
lation myself, because I got a darn 
good tip, and a hundred dollar bill 
that says Ariel Sharon can eat fifty 
eggs, shells and all.

Excluding the potential that genet- 
ically modified foods have to tum us 
all into three-eyed monsters-which 
has yet to be proven-their greatest 
offense is that they seem to be 
spawning their way around govern- 
ment regulations as the industry 
builds momentum.

technologies are always ahead of the 
rules, and it’s difficult for legislators 
to control that which doesn’t exist.

What's more, it 
didn’t deal with 
fruits and veg- 
etables, but liv- 
ing, breathing 
animals. The 
University of 
Illinois had 
been investi- 
gating how 

pig milk could

ger faster. The 
method involved 
inserting cow genes into 
sows to increase milk pro- 
duction. When the experiment 
ended, instead of destroying the 
nearly 400 super-growth piglets, the 
university sold them to livestock 


brokers, thereby ensuring their 
future as bacon. The U of I swears 
the piglets didn’t inherit their moth- 
ers’ genetic material and the govern- 
ment stood behind the 
¢ university, promising 
the little porkers did 
not pose a public 
risk. But when it 
came down to it, 
nobody really 
knew for sure. 
The targets of 
the experiment 
were the 
piglets, not the 
sow, after all, 
much as we've 
become the 
unwitting tar- 
gets in experi- 
ments on our 
food.

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THE GYPSY LIFE SUITS NICOLA GUNN 
well, although she admits that these 
days she should probably be using 
the term “Roma.” 

It became an issue recently at the 
Toronto Fringe, where a reviewer of 
her new show, Tyrannous Rex, 
pointedly switched Nicola’s term 
with its more politically correct 


with a tragic heart. “They’re both 
tragic comedies. The central charac- 
ters are both outcasts in certain 
ways, and they’re both lonely, but 
they don’t know it. I don’t know 
why my characters are always lone- 
ly—and I’m doing one-person 
shows!”

cousin. “I thought that was very 
amusing, actually...it’s always been 
prpsy’ to me. ‘Roma’ doesn’t have 
the same effect!” 

The troublesome noun is all over 
Gunn’s promotional materials: 
Tyrannous Rex is “about a sensitive 
middle-aged man who’s seduced 
by a coquettish gypsy one-third his 
age.” Like her hit from last year, The 
Elephant Club, it’s a physical comedy 


core of isolation in Gunn’s work on 
the fact that she’s been on the road 
for three years. The odyssey began 
when she was kicked out of theatre 
school. “I was 19-20 when I started 
that degree. I was just too young to 
be there, I hadn't lived. It’s cliché to 
say that, but... acting is drawing 
from real-life experiences. You can’t 
act without having suffered a little, 
having been burned. I hadn’t done 


any of those things; I lived at home, 
for god's sakes. So I wasn’t ready to 
be there, I was a bit slack, and I 
guess I was difficult. I tried really 
hard to want to be there, but it was 
obvious that I didn’t, and they 
eventually didn’t renew my con- 
tract.” 

“I cried for an hour,” she remem- 
bers, “and then realized ‘Oh, this 
isn’t so bad: I didn’t want to be 
there anyway. I'm leaving.’ So I just 
left the country—packed my bags 
and left. And it was the best deci- 
sion I ever made.” 

Like every young Australian, 
Gunr/’s Plan B had always been 
world travel. She began by visiting 
the Adelaide Fringe Festival—and 
fell in love. “I saw lots of stuff, and 
met a whole bunch of Canadian 
and British performers who‘d met 
on the Canadian Fringe circuit and 
decided to come to Adelaide. They 
told me all about the Canadian 
Fringe circuit, so I decided to make 
my first stop Canada, to have a look 
and travel across the country as 
well. I saw the Edmonton Fringe 
Festival and was blown away.” 
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The next year, after an obligatory 
stint in Europe, she was back in 
Canada with her first show— 
although she hardly likes to admit 
it. “We don’t talk about Road Pig. It 
was my first foray into the one- 
hour, one person show. It was quite 
a frightening « xperience 

I really felt like I was trying to 
do stand-up, and it wasn’t my 
thing. It really changed a lot over 
the tour, and got a lot better, but it 
wasn’t what I wanted to do, and I 
realized that I had to get back to my 
roots in physical theatre, studying 
the works of DeCrue, and doing 
Comedia Del Arte and doing mask 
and mime and physical theatr: 
and I was working this 60-minu 
monologue! What was | thinking? 
So the next year, with the Elephant 
Club, that was getting back to my 
roots.’ 

Anyone who noticed a slightly 
cinematic bent to Ele t ( 
wasn’t imagining things. “I work 
quite visually. Like a whole series of 
film stills: what is my body doing at 
each moment, what shape am I 
making onstage 
with my body? I 
look at a lot of art 
as well, and 
Edward Gorey and 





moments in a 
frame. It lends itself 


multi-character 
shows. You have to 
be really quite 
physical, I think, to 


acter, and each 
character has to 
have a body and a 
face. Because | 
don’t work with a 
set, and I only have one costume, so 
it's really important that the body 
define the face, rather than a hat or 
something silly like that.” 

Visual art isn’t the only thing 
Gunn draws on for inspiration. She 
spent the winter reading Russian lit- 
erature—while in Scotland. It 
sounds bleaker than bleak, but 
Gunn thrived on it. “I love the sub- 
tle humour of Russian authors, 
Nabokov and Bulgokov and 
Dostoyevsky. There's this bleak 
humor, and then to be in Scotland— 
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it was like it was meant to be!” 

Scotland also provided the seed 
for many of the characters in 
Tyrannous Rex. “I worked in this 
vegetarian restaurant, and the 
owner said “Come for the weekend 
at my mansion in the country,’ I 
thought ‘Oh yeah, sure, you owna 
vegetarian restaurant—sure you 
have a mansion!’ So I rolled up on 
the train and it was something out 
of Gosford Park. | got inspired by 
staying there and meeting some 
eccentric people from the village 
some lords and ladies (they’re all 
titled, you know, although it 
doesn’t mean anything anymore: 
you could be living in squalor now) 
but | heard some funny stories that 
inspired me there.’ 

Finding the characters is all- 
important in Gunn’s work. “It’s 
such a hard process, finding the 
characters, because once you find 
the characters, they make the script. 
They write it. Not Nicola, the char- 
acters. So it’s so hard, and it takes 
forever 

Slogging aside, the gypsy life has 
been good to 
Gunn. The Fringe 
is “amazing. You 
can’t learn a bet- 
ter way. Your 
own company, 
you do every- 
thing, you’re 
responsible for 
everything, 
instant feedback, 
the audiences are 
fantastic, and just 
getting press. It’s 
just worth doing. 
The number of 
amazing people 
that I’ve met, and 
we've all vowed 
to work together in the future—if 
we could all be convergent in one 
place, just for a few months, we 
could be this supergroup; we'd 
have superpowers because you just 
feel like you're such seasoned 
Fringe performers now! Fringe is so 
good to me: amazing artists, see 
other people’s work. And what a 
way to spend a summer. It’s hard 
work, don’t get me wrong, but I 
wouldn’t have it any other way.”

Fringe favourites well represented 


ONE OF THE POTENTIAL FRUSTRA- 
tions of Edmonton’s annual Fringe 
Festival is that productions are 
accepted without review: sometimes, 
that means watching a deluded nar- 
cissist clip his toenails without art or 
craft. And, while it may be argued 
that the truest triumph of the Fringe 
is the discovery of unexpected 
genius, one of its pleasures is know- 
ing that our Fringe (and its offspring 
in other cities) has become a staple 
for both local and touring artists to 
explore new territory. Several of 
those have become familiar to Fringe 
audiences as reliable bets for an 
entertaining show. 

Local playwright David Belke, 
whose new work Inside the Sand 
Castle marks his 14th consecutive 
Fringe premiere, is among those 
beloved by Fringe afficianados. Belke 
says he returns to the Fringe year 
after year because itprovides an 
opportunity to produce a show in an 
open forum, to try whatever you 
like.” 

His new show is “a bit of an exper- 
iment” that combines both script and 
improvisation to share with the audi- 
ence an insider's view of impro- 
visatory comedy. The story exam- 
ines a romantic triangle in which 
three characters improvise on audi- 
ence suggestions while, at the same 


time, the scripted ‘reality’ affects the 
improvised performance. 

“T’ve.done improv for more than 
20 years with Theatresports and Die- 
Nasty,” said Belke, “and I’ve always 
been interested in how people's real 
lives bleed into their improvisation. 
The challenge was to integrate script 
and improv, so the improv drives the 
script and the script illuminates the 
improv. 

“The trick is that it’s not the actors 
but the characters that improvise.” 


Belke notes that this is the first of 
his Fringe shows that will definiteh 
not bé held over. 4 


“AY the actors have other commit- 
ments when this run is over, so the 
Fringe is the only chance people have 
to see this show.” 

Chris Craddock is another consis- 
tently successful local Fringe-wright 
since his first “real” plays, Indulgences 
and Super Ed, were produced at the 
Fringe in 1996. Craddock’s current 
offering, Boy Groove, appeared as part 
of Azimuth Theatre's regular season 
this past winter, but is being 
remounted with a different cast as 
part of the Fringe. 

“The show was originally written 
in association with Ribbit 
Productions, who tour like mad- 
men,” said Craddock, “and the goal 
had always been to take Boy Groove 
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ona national Fringe tour. 

“The Fringe aesthetic is something 
I really like. Frankly, I‘d like to see 
more experimental, fast-paced funny 
theatre in the regular season.” 

Boy Groove dissects the corporate 
influence in pop music, the way that 
a multi-national conglomerate cre- 
ates a band to sell records and to 
endorse other products, like clothing 
and soft drinks. 

He says these bands — whose 
members are only five years away 
from joining Gary Coleman, Dana 
Plato and Todd Bridges as the 
punchlines in jokes — take a lot of crit- 
icism from hipsters that may be 
unwarranted. 

“It’s not like they’re great artists. 
The kids in these bands are really just 
cogs in a marketing campaign that 
targets ‘tweens. Is that right? Are 
we comfortable with this?” 

The touring production received 
five stars from the Saskatoon Star- 
Phoenix, Winnipeg Free Press and CBC 
radio in Winnipeg. 

_ Vancouver-based writer / per- 
former T. J. Dawe is back for his fifth 
consecutive summer with A 
Canadian Bartender at Butlin’s, in 
which the monologist relates a story 
based on his experience at the British 
equivalent to the kind of summer 
camp in the Poconos that was the set- 
ting for Dirty Dancing. 

“People were so fascinated by my 
Canadian accent that they used to 
wake me up at all hours to tell sto- 
ties,” said Dawe, “and I suppose that 


-was the genesis of my current inter- 


est in monologues. I’ve always sort 
of approached it as if the audience 
were guests in my home.” 
Toronto's Now magazine called 
Dawe “one of the most engaging 





performers on the Fringe circuit,” 
said Butlin’s is a “shaggy-dog story 
[that] emerges as a complex, emo- 
tionally vivid tale” and gave the 
show its highest rating. 

But Dawe has more tricks up his 
sleeve this year. He has worked with 
writer / performer Charlie Ross, an 
acting school classmate a decade ago 
on the One Man Star Wars Trilogy. 

He says that Ross, who by his own 
count has seen the original Star Wars 
474 times, has a “special genius for 
elaborate pantomimes of violence, 
and he brings the enthusiasm of a 
kid and the technical skills of a 
trained actor to bear in this show.” 

Dawe has also co-written with 
Chris Gibbs, an experienced stand- 
up comic, to develop The Power of 
Ignorance, adapted from a film of th« 
same name, in which Gibbs plays a 
guru expounding to the audience on 
the virtues of knowing nothing. 

And, finally, Dawe co-wrote 
Toothpaste and Cigars with Mike 
Rinaldi, a romantic comedy about 
unrequited love. “In the end,” he 
says, “the boy never gets the girl. 
That's a story everyone can tell from 
their own life but I’ve never seen it 
done.” 

Marty Chan returns with musical 
collaborators Andy Northrup and 
Allan Gilliland with Dead Beat: A 
Zombie Musical. Chan and Northruy 
have more than two decades of 
Fringe experience between them. 
Allan Gilliland, a well-known classi- 
cal composer, first worked with 
poe and Northrup to produce Thx 

Circle in 2001, a transposition of 
Dante's Inferno into a contemporary 
high school. 

This time they team up to put to 
music the adventures of a DJ who 
unwittingly brings the dead to life 
At the same time, he and his girl- 
friend are trying to decide if their 
telationship is dead or alive. 

Marianne Copithorne, whose pro- 
fessional directorial debut, Perfect 
Pie, won the Sterling award for 
Outstanding Production in the 2002- 
03 season, directs a quartet of 
Edmonton’s finest comic actors in 
Dead Beat. 

“It’s awe-inspiring to see these 
people who are geniuses at comedy 
make the script and songs come to 
life,” says Northrup.

IMAGINE THIS ARTICLE AS A VENN 
diagram: two Fringe plays with an 
area of intersection. That intersection 
is Charlie Tomlinson, a charismatic 
director, actor and teacher at the 
University of Alberta. And 
Tomlinson, after seven years, is leav- 
ing Edmonton for St. John’s. The 
tides, it seems, are pulling him back 
home. But first, two Fringe plays! 

“Theyre such different fish,” says 
Tomlinson. “They're both at the 
Fringe, that’s what they’ve got in 
common.” 

In the first show, he’s directing 
four of his former students, all 
women (Charlie’s Angels?) and 
three of them named “Kate” or vari- 
ations thereof. Kate Bateman, Caitlin 
Fulton, Katie McConaghy, and 
Sarah Hoyles are the co-creators of 
Size Really Does Matter, an explo- 
ration of perception, memory and 
identity. 

The opportunity for creation is one 
of the greatest thrills that the Fringe 
provides for Tomlinson. “With 
Caitlin and Kate and Sarah and 
Bateman, there's an excitement in 
creating. They’re all ex-students of 
mine and we have a shared vocabu- 
lary.” 

Sarah Hoyles shares his enthusi- 
asm: “Well it really started when we 
were in a course. He was the instruc- 
tor for a course on collective creation. 
Now, as far as Charlie goes, we're all 
good friends. There really is a level of 
respect on both sides. It’s a really 
comfortable atmosphere, there's a lot 
of trust. We'll bring pieces in and 


he'll pull the best parts out.” 

That's quite a different process 
from Tomlinson’s other Fringe show,

BOASTING AN UNHEARD OF PLE- 
thora of warbling thespians—some 
familiar, some new to the scene— 
the tune-based offerings at the 2003 
Fringe encompass everything from 
the ambling undead to Weimar-era 
crooners. 

Case in point: what do you get 
when you cross King Henry VIII 
with TV's The Dating Game, The 
Bachelor and Survivor?

While the cabaret structure of 
Erik de Waal's Off de Waal seems 
traditional, the perennial Fringe 
favourite says his musical is deliver- 
ing a slightly different product than 
North American audiences are 
familiar with. 

“The show leans towards the 
roots of European cabaret, which is 
more satirical and always has a 
social consciousness and is as much 
text as it is song," explains the South 
African singer-storyteller, adding 
that American cabaret is more often 
than not compilations of popular or 
Broadway standards 

“Every song in the show had a 
reflection of real-life circumstances 
This is risqué and dangerous materi- 
al from a hit and run medium,” he 
concludes, noting that the show's 
songs range from Leonard Cohen to 
Weimar-era songwriters who fled 
the Nazis in Hitler's Germany. 

The Skreaming Divas aren't going 
quite so far back in history for the 
inspiration for Divabolique (Stage 7).

thriller Diabolique, singers Jennifer

“There are obvious parallels here 
with the post 9-11 world but, really, 
these kinds of events are seemingly 
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endless and we seem to learn noth- 
ing, destroying peoples, cultures and 
histories, whether it’s North 
American natives, what's happening 
in Africa today are whoever was in 
Britain before the Celts.” 

He says that the women in the 
play make a conscious effort to see 
that their story doesn’t die out — they 
are imprisoned but not assimilated. 

“Tm also fortunate that I get to 
work with a brilliant group of actors, 
a really dynamic group ah are 
totally going for it. It’s a real treat to 
work with them.” 

There are two Shakespeare plays 
appearing at this year’s Fringe. 

Julien Arnold, long associated 
with the Free Will Players and the 
River City Shakespeare Festival, is 
directing All’s Well that Ends Well. 

Arnold, who has been assistant 
director on Shakespeare before, 
wanted to try his hand at one of the 
lesser known plays in the canon and 
settled on one of the so-called ‘prob- 
lem plays.’ 

“It’s a little different than doing 
Hamlet,” says Arnold. “I don’t know 
if All's Well has ever been done pro- 
fessionally in Edmonton — people 
coming to it hopefully won't have 
preconceived notions of what it 
should be.” 

Amold says he could tell when 
trying to choose a play that All’s Well 
embodies a conundrum, a problem 
to solve in performance. 

“Although it is highly romantic, 
the play has dark elements. A low- 
born peasant maid cures the king of 
France, who promises her choice of 
husband but the man she chooses 
rejects her. There are highjinks in 
this play but they’re muted. There's 
sexual transgression and class war- 
fare” 

Amold also notes that this produc- 
tion is likely among the more heavily 
produced shows at the Fringe. 

“We have seven actors, full cos- 
tumes, big set —it’s on the opposite 
end from a bare stage, one-man play. 
That's one of the great things about 
the Fringe smorgasbord: you can 
choose something simple and small 
or see this play, which is fairly lush.” 

The other Shakespeare production 
at the Fringe has a novel wrinkle. 
The producers of A Midsummer 
Night's Dream are inviting members 
of the public to join them on stage. 
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One of Shakespeare's better 
known and best-loved comedies, 
Dream is perhaps an ideal vehicle for 
inexperienced but eager actors to try 
their hand. Because it is clearly an 
ensemble piece, nine well-rehearsed 
actors, whose mission is to entertain 
the audience, will also provide a 
safety net for the brave souls who 
volunteer for the stage. 

Interested adventurers are urged 
to call 482-5811 to make arrange- 
ments to be, truly, a part of North 
America’s largest Fringe Theatre 
Festival. 

Scott Sharplin, a local director 
well-known for mounting 
Shakespeare is trying his hand at a 
‘modern’ classic, David Mamet's 
Pulitzer Prize-winning Glengarry 
Glen Ross. 

“What really attracted me to 
Mamet is his unusual language. It’s 
harsh and pejorative, and it’s been 
really fun to watch the actors chew 
on these juicy characters to render 


poetry out of profanity.”

Sharplin says Mamet is perfect for 
the Fringe. “His plays are all about 
nasty people doing nasty things, try 
ing to get something, but they do it 
by talking. You don’t need compli- 
cated sets or elaborate costumes - it's

At the same time, he emphasized 
that Glengarry Glen Ross is a comedy 
—tar-black but funny. 

“This isn’t Death of a Salesman. 
These guys are creative and enter- 
taining the way they cheat and stab 
one another in the back.”

Fresh faces 


And fresh perspectives from 
first-time Edmonton Fringe performers 


FIGURE THERE STILL AREN'T EN- 
ough stage roles for women? You 
may want to visit this year’s Fringe 
to see several female performers, 
new to Edmonton audiences, who 
are commanding their own stages 
and stories. 

Take for instance, Toronto's Jane 
Miller in Disco Goalie (Stage 2). Her 
comedic, coming-of-age story pays 
tribute to her mother while embrac- 
ing the surprising connection 
between disco diva‘and hockey 
goalie. : 

“As I was writing these anec- 
dotes,” Miller describes, “it became a 
ripe metaphor for who Iam. My 
mom always played for the nice 
girl—in goaltending you don’t initi- 
ate, and neither should women. You 
receive and deflect, and maintain 
your virginity for the sake of the 
team. But then, what if you are a 
goalie who wants to score?” 

Disco is backed up by an a cappel- 
la, rhythmic, percussive musical set- 
ting that connects one disco hit to the 
next. Maintaining a good buzz so far 
on its Western Canada tour, this 
unusual pick delves into universal 
themes of evolving identity and the 
need to be loved. 

Sarah Martyn’s Sheroes may also 
need to be loved, but first they’re out 
to kick some ass. The Toronto play-- 
wright's trippy, fast-paced adventure 


follows three young women (played 


by Martyn herself, Lori Nancy 
Kalamandic and Kathleen Phillips) 
ona super-heroine ride through 
Toronto’s club scene. An pe 
(Kalamanski) copes with life’s fail- 
ures anda closeted relationship 
before being suddenly seduced by 
dance clubs and poi ia ay

soem cers, ps and her friends 
end up pursued to the finish line.

Director Rebecca Brown keeps the 
adrenaline pumped with a time- 
shifting climax of energy and a con- 
tinually ticking clock. 

Martyn admits there’s an obvious 
nod to Tarantino flicks, but with a 
gender twist. “It’s different in theatre, 
but in film, by and large, the parts 
they usually write are mother and 
girlfriend,” Martyn observes. “In 
Reservoir Dogs, you don’t even see the 
waitress’ face”. In Shereoes, by con- 
trast, “it’s these great women in 
unconventional roles, with pure 
greed and ambition”. The iconoclas- 
tic heroines have already grabbed the 
attention of MTV, who want develop 
the show into a feature screenplay. 

Then again, heroines can be found 
in the most unusual of places. In 
Cheap Excuses (Stage 3), Maude, a 
woman in her late 20s, has died of 
boredom. She wakes up in Heaven’s 
waiting room—a giant box filled 
with all kinds things to groan about. 

Maude is the clown creation of 
Yorkshire’s Jess Dawson. To create 
Cheap Excuses, the debut piece for her 
Jadey Theatre Productions, Dawson 
teamed up with another Toronto 
prankster familiar to the Fringe, 







director Sue Morrison of the Theatre 
Resource Centre. The pair met when 
Morrison gave an introductory 
course in England. Insp Dawson 
travelled to Canada for j 
Morrison’s intensives.

Charming and irreverent, Maude 
ponders whether or not God is too 
busy to hear her, or perhaps deaf.

Dawson’s main challenges have 
been assembling a tightly woven set 
and rounding up her audiences as a 
forum for this kind of work. “So 
often we sit around the table and dis- 
cuss things, but here I wanted to pro- 
duce something to talk about, and 
the response has been terrific’, says 
Dawson. 

Dawson says she considers her 
clown genderless, but Parisian artist 
Isabelle Barbat embraces woman- 








hood to its extremes in Tumulte des 
flots. For this movement and music- 
based piece, the title alone (one critic 
translates it as “Tumult of the 
Floods”) evokes the feminine mys- 
tique. 

“The term ‘flots’ [is] like small 
waves on the ocean”, says Barbat, 
“never ceasing in movement. I could 
re-name it The Tumult of Life!” 

Barbat incorporates organ, percus- 
sion and chanting into a choreogra- 
phy that suggests violence, love, 
birth and re-birth. Her movement 
(and musicality) is occasionally ath- 
letic and gymnastic, at once a spiritu- 
al meditation for the audience. Not 
unlike Disco Goalie’s Jane Miller, 
Barbat is an accomplished singer in 
her own right, allowing classical and 
jazz influences to flow into her move- 
ment, including a traditional version 

of “Motherless Child.” But Barbat 
draws no gender lines. 

“Man or woman doesn’t matter,” 
says Barbat. “There is no identity. Or 
rather, there are all sorts of identi- 
ties.”

Kitchens and Bathrooms refine their 
math rock theorem 


KITCHENS AND BATHROOMS

FOR THE UNINITIATED, MATH ROCK 
could be defined as the loner cousin 
of prog and art-rock—a music that 
shifts into unpredictable time signa- 
tures and experiments with bizarre 
tempos, while retaining an aggres- 
sive and raw nature. (Personally, 
though, I can’t get the image of my 
high school math teacher fronting 
some sort of perverse, lab-coated 
version of Metallica out of my 
head). It’s a genre that often causes 
a jarring and erratic listening experi- 
ence. 

Kitchens and Bathrooms, a three- 
piece band from Hamilton who fall 
under the math-rock umbrella, 
formed five years ago. K&B 
singer/guitarist Phil Williams cites 


influences from classical to metal in 
the music and does the best he can 
to make sense of it all. 

“We definitely experiment with 
math-rock in that we use unconven- 
tional melodies,” he says. “But fans 
of math rock might not find us as 
jarring as most bands in the genre 
are.” 

Williams’ vocal style is as uncon- 
ventional as the melodies that he 
explores. Shifting from occasional 
whispers, strange harmonies, and 
subdued monotony to sudden 
bursts of shouting, Williams pro- 
vides an unpredictable listening 
experience. 

For a guy who explores such an 
intricate and arty sound, Williams is 
surprisingly down-to-earth. 
Perhaps that’s because he releases 
the tensions created from drafting 
indie-rock melodies in the form of 
physical aggression. Kitchens & 
Bathrooms are known as a band 


that is not afraid to get physical. 

“The last fight I got into was with 
a roadie. Basically, after he punched 
me in the jaw, I flipped him over 
and punched him a couple times in 
the ass,” Williams laughs. “We're 
big guys,” he says, adding that his 
band often “degenerates into horse- 
play.” 

Kitchens & Bathrooms are now 
touring to promote their third 
album, Vehicles Beyond, which was 
released in late July by Sonic 
Unyon. Just by looking at the track 
listing on the back of the disc, you 
know you're in for a potentially 
outlandish listening experience 
Songs include “Catalyst 
Envisionment,” “For Instance, 
Driving Blind” and one track that 
has a blank space in place of a 
name 

Vehicles Beyond was originally 
slated to be an EP follow-up to their 
last album, 2002's Utter a Sound, but 
it quickly grew into a full-length 
album in its own right, albeit one 
that was noticeably mellower than 
their previous work 

“Aside from losing my distortion 
pedal, it was part of the natural pro- 
gression of the band,” Williams says 
of the group’s new, softer sound. 
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“The songs were written in winter, 
which contributed to a feeling of 
melancholy on the recordings.” 

So should Edmonton expect a 
solemn, placid show? “Our live 
show is still loud as hell

Brewkowskis’ new CD. “We were 
using a storage closet to record the 
vocals,” he says, “and I was Bip: 
ping a shelf with one hand, and a 
box full of junk with ied other, just 
giving everything. It’s the best vocal 
on the record.” 

“He's really learned to just let it 
go,” confirms drummer Chris 
Maskell. Just letting go is a familiar 
theme for the Edmonton punk trio. 





Formed in 2000, The Brewkowskis 
made a name for themselves as a 





snotty pop-punk band, singing alco- * 
hol-inspired anthems like “The Big 
Bear Affair.” But unless you're The 
Vandals, you can’t survive on play- 
ing joke songs forever. When 
Schmold came back from four 
months of volunteer work in Costa 
Rica last year to resume his 
singer / guitarist duties, the band 
became a more serious venture. 
“Musically we got a lot better,” 
says Maskell, “and we were able to 
break away from the simple pop- 
punk sound.” The band began to 
cultivate a harder-edged style, 
developing an identity somewhere 
still on the punk but soni- 
cally informed by all manners of 
metal. Maskell names Faith No 
More as a huge influence on drums, 
while Schmold admits to writing a 
lot of Iron Maiden-esque guitar riffs.

The Brewkowskis started book- 
ing enough shows to overwhelm 
most bands, but it’s still been an 
uphill struggle, according to 
Schmold. “Getting rid of what peo- 
ple think of us as a joke pop-punk 
band has been the hardest part,” he 
says. “T still don’t think people take 
us seriously, with our name and 
everything.” 

That should change with the 
release of In Silent Protest, a new 
eight-song CD recorded with Josh 
Bosse of Namesake fame, which 
retains nothing of the Brewkowskis’ 
pop-punk roots. On top of the tight, 
galloping metal riffs, the band has 
added a new political consciousness 
to the material. “A lot of the lyrics 
deal with how everything is tied 

er economically and political- 
ly,” says Schmold, “and about mak- 
ing lifestyle choices based on that. 
It's about dealing with hypocrisy 
that way and making your actions 
speak louder than words.” 

Despite their newfound spirit, 
The Brewkowskis are still dealing 


. with growing pains. The band just 


parted ways with original bassist 
Terry Vanhill, picking up Bosse on 
bass just before their August tour.

THE LAST FEW MONTHS HAVE SEEN A SLEW OF 


odd Thirsty Ear recordings: a grab bag of DJ 
Spooky, a live re-issue of an Albert King con- 
cert from 1978, Mark Eitzel joining forces with 
traditional Greek musicians, and a few others. 
They miss about as much as they hit (Mark 
Eitzel? Traditional Greek musicians?), but the 
intent is always pure, and the label’s desire to 
pursue musical cul de sacs at the expense of 
big record sales is commendable, if not com- 
mercially suicidal. Two of the newer ones 
include: 

The Blue Series, continuing a Thirsty Ear 
side project helmed by artistic director 
Matthew Shipp, which kicks hip-hop, free jazz, 
and electronica artists into the studio and sees 
what comes of it. This one features production 
duo Good and Evil working with, among oth- 
ers, bassist William Parker, Roy Campbell on 
trumpet, and Shipp, forsaking his usual piano 
for Korg synthesizer duty. It's a trippy affair, 
with Shipp throwing blanket chords or 
squalling notes against sluggish beats and 
buzzing horns to uneven effect. Not as interest- 
ing as, say, the last Anti-Pop Consortium/Shipp 
cross over, but not without a few interesting 
moments. 

Considering Parker's recent forays with 
Shipp and Co, Scrapbook might seem almost 
conservative, if you can call falling back on free 
jazz roots to be a retreat. Parker takes a back- 
seat through most of the proceedings, allowing

Her voice capable, yet utterly dry—so what’s so 
beguiling about Holly Golightly, the Brit-It girl of 
indie pop, whom groups like Rocket From The 
Crypt and, more recently, the White Stripes, 
have tapped for some guest-spot cred? 

Using minimalist instrumentation on per- 
functory '50s & '60s styled variations of coun- 
try, skiffle and rockabilly, Golightly crafts a 
deadpan caricature of Mary Weiss of the 
Shangri-La’s—an equally average vocalist, who, 


despite her cheeseball material, conveyed a con- 


vincing sense of melancholy (as only a second 
tier label-manufactured “star” with a world- 
weary prototypical New Yawk punk drawl 
could). Golightly, no Weiss, but a compulsively 
prolific (this is her eight full length on top of 
countless collaborations with Billy Childish) and 
self-conscious retro revivalist, simply and 
cheekily plays the role of saucy wallflower-cum- 
siren.

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New media poised for success 


Though recently impacted by 
an industry slump, B.C.’s new 
media market is poised again for 
success. A recent study from New 
Media BC found that access to 
U.S. markets, the low Canadian 
dollar, a large talent pool and the 
desirable West coast lifestyle is 
cultivating the creation of new 
companies. The Okanagan is at 
the forefront behind only 
Vancouver and Victoria as the 
fastest-growing market in the 


province. 
A second study by the 
Okanagan Science and 


Technology Council supports 
these findings locally. Sixty-four 
per cent of the central Okanagan’s 
high-tech firms do business with 
U.S. companies and an equal per- 
centage expect the amount of 
business done will increase in the 
next few years. Over 78 per cent 
of companies are involved in 
Research and Development and 
71 per cent of those firms plan to 
devote more resources to this area 
within the next five years. 

"The U.S. market plays a very 
important role in the stability and 
growth for local business," said 
Colleen Bond of the Economic 
Development Commission in 
Kelowna, “Tech firms have been 
able to diversify their market by 


expanding into the U.S. The 
Canadian dollar continues to help 
support a strong focus into the 
U.S. and the accessibility to their 
market is extremely favourable.” 

Heidi Hyland, Developer and 
Marketing Co-ordinator for 
Kelowna-based OptiMEDirect, is 
currently working with U.S. part- 
ners to develop Accuro OR, a 
Web-enabled billing, patient and 
physician management system. 
“With the Internet and all the 
technologies available out there, it 
makes it easy for us to help sup- 
port our customers with Remote 
Desktop Connection," said 
Hyland. 

The New Media BC study also 
found that B.C.'s top quality edu- 
cational institutions have pro- 
duced a highly educated work 
force with 76 per cent of those 
surveyed having an undergrad 
level education or higher. 

Excitement about the growing 
industry has set the stage for high- 
tech training in the Okanagan 
with the opening of the Center 
For Arts and Technology — 
Okanagan (CATO) last year. The 
school trains new media students 
in Web design, interactive media 
authoring, marketing and Web 
animation and stresses both the 
creative and technological side of 


new media 
As the demand from U.S. and 
local clients grows, so too will the 


need for fresh, high-tech local tal- 
ent. CATO has received so many 
community requests for student 
work that they are currently draft- 
ing a policy to meet the demand 
Giuseppe Simpatico, a current 
new media student, has already 
begun bidding on U.S. contracts 
and working with local business 
es. 

“It's such a different concept 
dealing with clients solely through 
e-mail," he explained. Simpatico is 
in talks with U.S.-based 
EscapeTheDoghouse.com to work 
on Flash navigation and logo 
reconstruction. The idea of living 
locally and working globally is 
enticing to new grads. 

“To be able to live where I want 
and still compete for contracts 
with companies in larger cities is 
perfect," said Simpatico, “The 
market doesn't dictate where I 
live." 

Local businesses are optimistic 
about the surge in business and 
the future of B.C.'s new media. 
“It's exciting to be part of new 
media in the Okanagan," said 
George Andres of AcroMedia. 
“Companies in the Okanagan are 
starting to realize that they don't

New campus to open 


The demand for training related to entre- 
preneurial skills and small business devel- 
opment has resulted in Lakeland College 
offering its Small Business and 
Entrepreneurship diploma in Sherwood 
Park this fall. 

Lakeland College recently announced 
plans to open a campus in Sherwood Park 
in the fall of 2005 but the college isn’t wait- 
ing until then to offer programs.

taxes, pricing and other elements,” said 
Swanson. "They will learn about those fac- 
tors in this program." 

Year one of the two-year program is gen- 
eral enough that if a student does decide to 
switch to a different stream of business, 
the option is still available. “The courses 
can simply be transferred to another 
stream." 

Students who aren't interested in open- 
ing their own business will still find a 
diploma in Small Business and 
Entrepreneurship will open doors for 
them. “Entrepreneurial people are increas- 
ingly being sought in all types and at all 
levels of business as companies realize the 
importance of having people with these 
skills," said Swanson.

A groundbreaking program at the 
Northern Alberta Institute of Technology 
will allow students to take their wood- 
working and design skills to a new level 
of creativity. By merging traditional 
woodworking techniques with the most 
contemporary machining and drafting 
methods available, the Advanced 
Woodworking and Furniture Design pro- 
gram will enable students to explore their 
artistic side and create pieces with vision 
and originality.

Information systems security careers 
have grown exponentially during the last 
five years and show no end in sight. 
Although many think that Sept. 11 has led 
to the increase in information systems 
security related jobs, the main reasons (and 
there are many) have little to do with the 
terrorist attack.

Third, we have privacy legislation at the 
federal and provincial levels of government 
requiring that private information be kept 
secure, protected, accurate and available. 
For example, you may be familiar with the 
Freedom of Information and Protection of 
Privacy Act. The need to protect privacy 
and information is expanding in line with 
increased technology. International borders 
are easily crossed through the Internet and 
laws are expanding and changing to protect 
our privacy internationally 

Finally, we have an increasing desire to 
treat an organization's information the 
same way we treat its financial resources 
We have increasing demands to audit for 
appropriate use of information security 
controls and operations just like we audit 
for appropriate use of financial resources 
We expect executives to be responsible for

All of the above changes have placed 
ever-increasing demands on staff dealing 
with these issues.

But just because 
pop culture has resurrected professional 
dink farmers like Poison and Whitesnake 
doesn't mean there isn't good stuff out 
there to be thrashed to—it just makes it 
harder to find. But that’s why you have 
snobby music columnists to do your 
scouting for you, right? 

First step: forget slick nu-metal and rap 
metal ever existed. Notable exceptions like 
System of a Down and the Deftones ruin 
my attempt to discredit this sub-genre in 
totality, but for the most part, discriminate 
away. Before you hurl your Rage Against 
the Machine discography at my head, yes, 
hip-hop rhythms can be used interestingly 
in metal, but generally not if your name is 
P.0.D. Slip Candiria's 300 Percent Density 
(Century Media, 2001) into your stereo and 
prepare for musical math Olympics, with a 
polyrhythmic fusion of modern metalcore, 
jazz, and rap. 

For what's considered metal proper 
these days, you'll have to jump the pond 
over to Scandinavia, where the 1990s 
Norwegian black metal revolution generat- 
ed countless splinter genres. Bands like 
Vintersorg, combining ridiculously dark, 
guttural metal with traditional Scandinavian 
music, inspired a return to the skilled tradi- 
tion of Iron Maiden, leading to the so-called 
Gothenburg School. Named after its city of 
origin in Sweden, Gothenburg spawned 
\ung-collapsing but melodic and supremely 
technical bands like In Flames, At The 
Gates (and by extension Soilwork), Dark 
Tranquility and the death metal Cradle Of 
Filth byproduct Dimmu Borgir. , 

The sonic heritage immediately worked 
its way into North American metalcore, 
inspiring hybrids like Darkest Hour's 
Hidden Hands Of A Sadist Nation (Victory, 
2003). Young over-skilled bands like The 
Crown and Children of Bodom boiled it 
down to its most raw and technical, the lat- 
ter shredding unheard-of solos over light- 
ning fast drum odysseys on Hatebreeder 
(Nuclear Blast, 1999). 

The heavier end of this spectrum was 
always alive (but seldom well) in American 





a little more experienced, her self- 
titled fourth album is being dragged 
over the coals—terms like “manu- 
factured pop” and “an utter waste of 
talent” are showing up in reviews.

“GLOBALIZATION” IS KIND OF A 
funny catchword. It doesn’t mean what it says. 
After all, with all the talk of freeing up trade in 
saleable goods (all the better to squeeze more 
money out of you, my dears), restrictions on 
the flow of human traffic (i.e. labour) keeps 
people in sweatshops, makes refugees of oth- 
ers, and makes certain kinds of passports 
worth risking lives for. 

But with Europe, North America and certain 





parts of Asia—a very small percentage of the 
globe—calling most of the shots, it’s only nat- 
ural that the very-impoverished suppliers 
would find ways of exploiting the demands of 
the wealthy. 

That's the world of Dirty Pretty Things, a 
thriller directed by Stephen Frears (who 
brought us My Beautiful Laundrette, The Grifters 
and High Fidelity, among others). Okwe 
(Chiwetel Ejiofor) is an illegal immigrant in 
England, working two jobs: one as a taxi dri- 
ver, the other as a night security guard ata 
hotel. And with coca leaves to chew through- 
out the day, who needs to sleep? He barely has 
a place to, in any case: he merely stores his 
things in the tiny apartment belonging to his 


virginal Turkish refugee friend, Senay 
(Amelie’s Audrey Tautou). 

But Okwe is also a doctor: he used to work 
in his native Nigeria and in Lagos, before some 
mysterious circumstance forced him to leave 
for London—"It’s an African story,” is all he 
provides as explanation. But his training 
serves him well, as an ad hoc STD clinician for 
his taxi-driving boss, or for the one evening he 
finds a human heart in one of the hotel toilets. 

Being an illegal immigrant, he can’t go to the 
police. The only possible witness is the prosti- 
tute Juliette (Sophie Okonedo), who, as she 
puts it, “doesn’t exist.” Another participant in 
the underground economy. He enlists the help 
of everyone around him: Ivan, the Russian

Dirty Pretty Things refers not to the pretty 
Audrey Tautou, the only recognizable name in 
the cast, who is misleadingly bare-shouldered 
and seductive on the poster. Instead, it’s the 
promise of the First World stained by its 
secrets, like the power of western currencies to 
actually buy human organs with great risk to 
their original owners. 

The movie itself is a clever thriller with a 
dash of romance, but also a bittersweet recog- 
nition that there are many, many people who 
live outside the protection of law and human 
rights, merely because of where they come 
from. The legitimate channels of immigration 
and seeking refuge often can’t help soon 
enough, and as international security tightens 
up, become less and less accessible to those 
seeking a better life. But live they will, as Guo 
Yi says, “until the world improves.”

THE MOST MEMORABLE THING ABOUT 
the 1975 TV series S.W.A.T,, it is 
agreed, was its trumpet-blaring da 
na NAA nana NAA nana NAA 
theme music. Curiously, even 
though the 2003 S.W.A.T. in theatres 
now has plenty of references to the 
TV series, including characters with 
the same names as the ones from the 
show, they barely play up the theme 
music at all. Oh, you hear it, kind of, 
wafting underneath the incidental 
chase music as the black $.W.A.T. 
cube vans careen around corners, 
but it’s more Hey, is that what I think 
it is? Is that that da na naa, na na naa, 
na na naa thing? Isn’t that the 
S.W.ALT. theme? It’s there, but it 
never really rises to the level of full 
consciousness. 

So too the movie. $.W.A.T. is curi- 
ously unpropulsive, undriven by 
big action set pieces.

NORTHFORK IS A FILM ABOUT LOSS. 


It’s a bleak and beautiful movie that 
chronicles the loss of a way of life 
and the pain that comes with sucha 
change. A bit too arty for its own 
good at times, Northfork is a wonder- 
ful and sombre piece of filmmaking 
that provides gentle humour and 
surreal encounters as it tells its story. 
Set in a bleak comer of Montana, 
Northfork deals with a small town of 
the same name which will cease to 
exist in a couple of days. The valley 
it’s located in is about to be flooded 
for a huge hydroelectric project. A 
team of men in black is given the 
unpleasant task of making sure that 
everyone is safely evacuated. Most 
of Northfork has already left, leav- 
ing an eerie ghost town behind, but

a few stubborn and weird straggler 
remain. One resident blasts at the 
energy company men from his 
pe with a shotgun, while anoth:

behind is Irwin (Duel Farnes), a frai 
orphan. His well-meaning but care 
less parents decide that he’s too sic! 
to make the long journey out of 
Northfork, and so they leave him 
with the crusty Father Harlan (Nic! 
Nolte). Eventually young Irwin ends 
up making a deal with a group of 
ghosts who are visiting the ghost 
town. They are looking for a lost 
angel; he’s looking for deliverance 
from his painful existence in 
Northfork. According to some, at 
one time angels roamed the plains 
around Northfork like buffalo 
before they lost their wings... 
Northfork is a surreal and captivat- 
ing piece of work, even if it gets too 
Bergman-esque at times. It’s saddled 
by lots of obvious metaphor and 
allegory: a simpler, more spiritual 
past being wiped out by a colder, 
more technological future; the bur- 
den of life and the desire to find 
peace before dying. Director 
Michael Polish does a fine job of giv- 
ing us a feeling of being lost and 
overwhelmed, with many long 
shots that show characters looking 
small and vulnerable against a huge 
background. The method does tend 
to wear thin after awhile, but at 
times it can be quite stunning. 
Another rather stunning aspect 0! 
Northfork is its ensemble cast, boast- 
ing several actors who usually aren! 
seen in art films like this. James 
Woods is particularly great: usually 
cast as a hothead or an ass, here he’s 
completely subdued as one of the 
company’s men in black.

were graciously received and seated 
within by a tall Ethiopian man of 
somewhat shy demeanor. 

Having dined Ethiopian-style 
once before, I knew what to expect. 
Many of the dishes—meat, vegetable 
and legume—are cooked to a stew- 
like consistency and served on large, 
flat pieces of spongy bread called 
injera, from which you tear pieces to 
scoop up the food. Niter kebbeh, 
which is clarified butter seasoned 
with onions, garlic, ginger and aro- 
matic spices, turns up in a lot of dish- 
es, as does berbere, a spice mixture 
that features lots of crushed chilies 
and paprika. The word alit’cha lets 
you know the food is mildly spiced. 

Ata loss to pick from the array of 
lamb, beef, chicken, lentil, salmon 
and veggie dishes, MDC asked our 
server to make a recommendation. 
He suggested the Special Tibs ($9), a 


stew of beef cubes, onions and 
jalapenos, and the combination plat 
ter ($10). He also brought us two 
frosty supercans of Tuborg (just $4 
each). 

Our table was dominated by a 
mesob, a large colourful basket with a 
lid, which all the meals are served in 
One mesob replaced another and we 
were suddenly looking across a vast 
injera landscape at each other. At the 
centre was the plate of special tibs 
and around it scoops of wef of vari- 
ous colours alternated with rolled up 
pieces of injera. Tearing off pieces of 
the bread, we began dipping. The 
special tibs were chewy and deeply 
imbued with rich, fragrant spices, 
sided with a crisp green salad. 
Another beef stew of a richer red hue 
and more intense heat was nearby, 
then delicious, savoury stewed cab- 
bage and carrots, a bright yellow 
blob of mashed lentils, deep green, 
earthy-tasting spinach and yet more 
salad. 

The food was relatively simply 
composed, but the variety gave a 
roundedness to the meal that was 
soon matched by the roundedness of 
our stomachs. It’s not many meals 
where you eat the utensils, and the 
friendly, unobtrusive service saw to 
it we never wanted for extra injera, so 
we were stuffed. When the various 
foods were reduced to psychedelic 
smears on the tattered bread platter, 
we called for the bill (less than $30) 
and headed out into one of the pre- 
cious few August evenings left.

Polygamy and other Western taboos 
culturally specific 


BEING FORCED TO HAVE SEX IS TRAUMATIZING. 
Child prostitution is evil. Polygamy is 
oppressive to women, Female circumci- 
sion is barbaric. 

Most of us would easily agree with the 
above statements, right? 

But if my column were syndicated in 
Africa or Thailand, there'd be plenty of folk 
who'd disagree, according to Eleanor 
Maticka-Tyndale, a University of Windsor 
professor and the Canada Research Chair 
in Social Justice and Sexual Health 

In her recent talk, Shaken Clear Down 
to the Core: Lessons in Research Across 
Cultures at the Guelph sexuality confer- 
ence, Maticka-Tyndale indeed challenged 
many of our western assumptions. Turn 
any conversation about sex around, in 
fact, and you realize just how culturally 
specific our beliefs can be 

Sitting under a tree with a bunch of 
women in Kenya, for instance, Maticka- 
Tyndale decided fair’s fair, and let the local 
women ask her a few questions for a 
change. First question: “Why do western 
women prefer monogamy?” 

Seems women in Kenya are okay with 
sharing their husbands with other women. 
“We have co-wives to share our work and 
to be our closest friends and confidants, 
and our kids have many playmates,” the 
women told Maticka-Tyndale. “We have 
built-in daycare.” 

(And, as an added bonus, when you're 
not in the mood, hubby will go elsewhere 
for some action and still keep it “in the 
family.”) 

Female circumcision is another hot-but- 
ton issue. 

In the West, we consider it a barbaric 
practice and call it genital mutilation— 
though we're perfectly happy to snip our 
little boys’ willies when they're born— 
despite the fact that the women them- 
selves view the ritual in cultural terms, as 
something that defines them as a people. 

For the women Maticka-Tyndale spoke 
with, female circumcision is part of a rite 
of passage, which includes a period of 
seclusion with teachers and agé-mates (a 
relationship with someone that they 
describe as stronger than family) to learn 
about gender roles, sexuality and becom- 
ing a woman. And while they're willing to 
listen to some of the advice concerning 
health and safety issues, these women 
expressed anger and dismay that out- 
siders feel the need to set them straight. 
In fact, they wonder why we seem only to 
listen to those who oppose female circum- 
cision and never to those who favour it. 

The assumption that this practice 
denies women sexual pleasure is also mis- 
guided, according to the women Maticka- 
Tyndale spoke to. “We have pleasure,” 
they told her, adding, “for women, sex _ 
happens between the ears, so why all this 
focus on the genitals?” 

As for child prostitution: in rural 
Thailand, where child labour in general is 
the norm, selling sex is considered a pret- 
ty sweet deal. ’ 

“Because the money goes to the fami- 
ly—and sex work is seen as one of the 
most lucrative forms of work—you are 
seen as a good provider,” explains 
Maticka-Tyndale. 

Besides, why give it away for free? “I 
am worth something,” some of the young 
women in Thailand told her. Others said, 
“He would despise me if he didn't pay 
me,” or, “If | do it for free he will wonder if 
| have HIV.” : 

And unlike here, where being a prosti- 
tute means you're not the kind of girl 
you'd take home to meet the family, sex 


trade workers there are seen as more mar- 
riageable because of the financial support

Teenage girls in the Nyanza provir 
Kenya don't necessarily sell sex for 
money, but they are expected to hold 
for gifts when a boy wants to have :

But for these young women, beir 
forced was not seen as traumatic 0; 

Espec 
since they believe that teenage boy 
help themselves.

“In puberty, the sperm reach a point 
where they feel backache, and it m 
released,” one young woman told Matick 
Tyndale. Another said, “When your hips 
widen and your breasts develop, you hav 
sexual urges you can’t control.” 

Okay, well, some things are universal 

But while many of us were raised to 
believe in keeping our legs closed until 
marriage, these young women believe thd 
if they don't have sex as teenagers, thei! 
uterus will close up by the time they ar 
married. Families actually wonder if some 
thing's wrong if you haven't “played sex 
(their term for it) by the time you are 150 
16, and worry that you will become infer- 
tile. 

But if you think that the boys have the 
upper hand, many admitted they were ie 
ous of the girls because, while they have 
to work their butts off for money, girls ¢@ 
get it easily by just putting out. 

And this “just say no” stuff? Forget 
When Maticka-Tyndale asked these you" 
women if they were ever able say “no an 
make it stick, they basically said, “Are yo! 
crazy lady?” 
it’s important to recognize that such 
sexual values and practices are historical 
and culturally specific, Maticka-Tyndale 
says, because our assumptions about 
“other” affect everything from global pd! 
cy to the ways that sexual health workers 
or educators treat clients in our increas: 
ingly multicultural society. 

Por example, what happens when 20 
with several wives and kids immigrates 
Canada? He can only bring one wife and 
the kids.
